WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. — 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


In the canned food market itself there is nothing new 
to report this week over the previous weeks of compara- 
tive dullness. In every section of the country the market 
has remained just about where it was, with about the 
same amount of demand and inquiry on all lines of goods. 
The one feature which promised to inject some needed 
life into -the- situation—the Mexican war—has about: beer 
abandoned as a possibility, for it is doubtful if even the 
jingo reports of individuals from that country could now 
force the United States into a war with Mexico. We have 
not wanted a war with Mexico, and President Wilson and 
his advisors are to be congratulated upon their ability to 
withstand the concerted attack of interested parties to 
produce a war. These jingoes have bent every effort to 
cause a war, and the entire country rejoices. that they 
were not successful; that there were men at the helm of 
the government able to understand their game and to 
block it. 

Personally we have no patience whatever with the 
man who forsakes his own country to go into unsafe and 
éven uncivilized regions, where he knows before he begins 
that he is liable to have his last dollar confiscated any 
moment, if not his life also, and then when the trouble 
happens calls upon this country to revenge him, and ex- 
pects it to do so. If he shows his preference for that coun- 
try by establishing his business there, instead of investing 
his money here at home he ought to be made to take the 
consequences. What would we think if the foreign na- 
tions of which the miners in Colorado were natives, and 
were killed in the labor wars there, should demand of us 
reparation and justice and threaten to go to war about it? 
Couldn’t they claim that these deaths were due to bar- 
barous,-uncivilized actions permitted in this country by 
the controlling powers? Mexico is undoubtedly in a very

bad way, because it has had a series of civil wars to rend 
it asunder, during the past three or four years; but it 
is even hinted that some of these wars were fostered by 
the interests we refer to, not by the Mexicans themselves. 


In this respect it seems to us there has come a change 
over the political situation from what it used to be several 
years ago. In those days a designing politician used to 
kick up a fuss, as a blind for the “bluff” he wanted to 
work, and then, sending the people off on a false scent, 
had them demand and secure the very enactment he 
wanted. That is the way they tried to get this country to 
annex the portions of Mexico they were interested in, 
but the bluff did not work. And somewhat the same tac- 
tics were employed by the railroads to secure the five per 
cent. advance in freight rates which they stated they 
needed, and which the country was willing to give; but 
they pictured their own poor condition in too vivid colors, 
they took on a too-woe-begone expression, with the re- 
sult that Congress felt that a further investigation should 
be made, the Interstate Commerce Commission suspected 
that they “bowed too low,” and now it seems doubtful 
that they will get their raise. Politics are played differ- 
ently now to the days of old, when bluffs worked too 
easily and too well. 


Don’t say that these questions have no bearing upon 
the canned food market: because it has been shown that 
this railroad rate question, in particular, has been a most 
serious damper upon business progress. So true is this 
that business men. the !argest shippers and users of the 
roads, said that if thev needed the advance they shrould 
be given it. and the shippers were ready and willing to 
pay the advance. But if their bad condition be due more 
to mismanagement than to lack of sufficient income, be- 
cause of the low freight charges, then it is not right to 
place this heavy burden upon the shippers. That is where 
the case stands today. 


In this immediate section we have had scorching hot 
weather, but very little rain during all of May, and 
at this writing the drouth is serious in its aspects. Peas 
are blossoming low and do not look well; the strawberry 
crop, which is just beginning to ripen, has been cut in 
quantity and spoiled in quality, the berries ripening small, 
seedy and tasteless. The prospects for the berry crop 
were never brighter than they were at the beginning of 
May, but a‘l this has been changed. Nor will peas be as 
good a crop as promised earlier, and what may constitute 
a serious problem. the pea louse has been noted in several 
sections by the Experiment Station experts. 

With the thermometer around 95: and the ground dry 
as powder, a check has been put upon setting out tomato 
plants, and those already set out are making no growth 
and are not looking well. The pest of inescts which al- 
ways thrive in these dry spells has been busy on this and 
all other crops, and it is safe to say that much replanting 
will be necessary. Maryland’s crops at this writing stand 
in much danger from cut worms and the lack of mois- 
ture, though the drouth may be dispelied by the time this 
reaches our readers. They have been having rains to the 
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north and the south of us, but there has not been enough 
here to lay the dust in the past more than two weeks. 

In the far north and west, while they have had touches 
of this very warm weather this past week, it has been 
the first of the season with them, and the crops there are 
backward for the want of warm and dry weather. The 
pea crop of Michigan and Wisconsin is from ten days to 
two weeks behind time, and much fear is’ expressed that 
it will come in as it did last season, all in a bunch. 


As a general thing, the fruit crop outlook for the entire 
country is good. In no section has the fruit been hurt to 
any extent, and unless we have an abnormal spring and 
summer in the great fruit regions there will be a plentiful 
supply. The canning industry needs such crops because 
its supplies of fruits have dwindled down to the lowest 
in years. 

In the markets, as we have already mentioned, there 
are no changes of prices worthy of particular mention, 
and such changes as have taken place will be found on 
their regular pages. The conditions as existing in all the 
leading markets are given under their respective heads, 
and it will be found that practically all markets are in 
conformity in their conditions. 


58,816 MANUFACTURERS TO BE NOTIFIED THAT GUAR- 
ANTIES AND SERIAL NUMBERS ARE AT 
AN END MAY 1, 1915.

The Department of Agriculture is sending individual of- 
ficial notices to over 58,000 manufacturers that on May 1, 
1915, their guaranties filed under the food and drugs regula- 
tions will be stricken from the files and that hereafter the seria: 
numbers assigned to such guaranties must not be used on the 
label or package of any food or drug. This action is in ac- 
cordance with the regulations adopted on May 5, 1914, by the 
secretaries of the Treasury, Agriculture and Commerce, which 
abolish the use of the guaranty legend and serial number on 


foods and rugs. The ground for this action was that the 
legend “Guaranteed by (name of guarantor) under the Food 
and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906”? was understood by many con- 
sumers to mean that the Federal Government had passed upon 
and certified the excellence of the article so labeled, whereas 
the legend and serial number were merely a guaranty on the 
part of the manufacturer to his dealer that the manufacturer 
would assume full legal responsibility for his goods. 


In the meantime from the records it appears that 58,816 
manufacturers had filed guaranties and obtained serial num- 
bers, the last number issued being 58,816. 


The notice advises manufacturers that after May 1, 1915, 
guaranties should not appear on the label or package, but 
should be incorporated in or attached to the bill of sale, in- 
voice, bill of lading, or other schedule giving the names and 
quantities of the articles. The guaranty may be printed or 
stamped on the invoice, and if it is signed in accordance with 
the new regulations and refers specifically to the goods listed 
in the invoice or document it covers, it need not contain a 
detailed description or schedule of the articles. 

Manufacturers who are asking permission to file guaran- 
ties and obtain serial numbers are being advised that they 
should attach their guaranty to their invoices and not seek to 
use the legend or serial number on their labels, as the guar- 
anty and serial number will be withdrawn within a year. 
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IMPORTANT TO TOMATO PACKERS. 


Meeting in Wilmington, Del., May 23rd Epochocal—Necessity 
tor Every Tomato Canner to Realize the Situation 
and the Duty of Everyone to Comply. 

Read Carefully. 


In our brief reference last week to the meeting in Wil- 
mington, Del., which was being held while that issue was 
going in the mails, we did not lay the full significance and 
importance of it before our readers, because this did not de- 
velop until during the meeting. At the time we stated that the 
meeting was called for the purpose of considering ways and 
means of having the U. S. Department of Agriculture give 
some attention to the Leaf Blight and Wilt in the canners’ 
tomato crops. This is true, but it is not the whole story, 
for as a fact the Government is willing, ready and anxious to 
render this assistance, and the various State Experiment Sta- 
tions also, Delaware, New Jersey and Maryland, and possibly 
Virginia, because—and here is the meat in the cocoanut— 
this question of blight upon the tomatoes is more far-reaching 
than its mere effect upon the tomato crop in size and quality. 
It is of dollar-and-cent importance to every canner of to- 
matoes in his canned production. Speakers at this meeting 
showed that tomatoes infected with the Blight when received 
at the factories showed an abnormal amount of bacteria, 
yeasts and molds in the finished canned article. In tomato 
pulp the Government has set a maximum of 25,000,000 bac- 
teria per cubic centimeter, and when it is found to exceed this 
figure the pulp is seized, condemned and destroyed as being 
“filthy, decomposed and putrid.’”’ It cannot be expected that 
a higher percentage will be allowed in canned tomatoes, a 
consideration that ought to bring home the importance of the 
present question. 

In lhne with this consideration, there was recently gath- 
ered at random 25 samples of well-known standard or better 
brands of canned tomatoes in one of our prominent cities, 
and upon examination every one of them, without exception, 
was found to exceed the limit set above. 


The Meeting. 

There were about 35 prominent canners present at the 
meeting besides the following prominent scientific gentlemen: 
W. A. Orton, of the U. S. Bureau of Plant Industry; H. M. 
Loomis, of the U. S. Bureau of Chemistry; J. B. S. Norton 
and J. F. Monroe, of the Maryland Agricultural Experiment 
Station; Thos. M. Manns, of the Delaware Experiment Sta- 
tion, and W. C. Pelton, of the New Jersey Experiment Station; 
F. E. Gorrell and Dr. W. D. Bigelow, of the National Canners’ 
Association, and Mr. F. A. ‘torsch, of the Canned Goods 
ixchange. 

On motion of President Hoffecker, of the Tri-State Asso- 
ciation, Dr. Bigelow was appointed chairman of tht meeting 
ana C. M. Dash.eil secretary. 

Protessor Orton intioduced the subject by stating that the 
mogt serious disease affecting tomatoes is what is termed 
“Leaf Biight,’’ which is caused by a tungus, and which may 
be controlied by spraying with Bordeaux Mixture. Realizing, 
he said, that the canners were well aware of the effects of 
this disease upon their crops, he did not intend to dwell upon 
it at length, but wished to consider it in another light, and 
that is upon its effect on the tomato in the can. He reminded 
them that the Pure Food laws required the canners to pro- 
duce goods free of bacteria, molds and yeasts, but to do this 
it was necessary that the tomatoes be received from the grow- 
ers free from rot and other imperfections. He explained at 
length that tomatoes affected with the blight were not free 
from the imperfections alluded to, and that it rested with the 
canners to see that such tomatoes were not delivered them. 
He said there was no danger from the use of Bordeaux or from 
sprayed tomatoes. 


One other trouble in the growing of tomatoes was found 
with the Wilt. This disease attacks the plants from the soil 
through the water supply and cannot be stopped by spraying. 
The only remedy found to put a check upon Tomato Wilt was 
to stop planting the land in tomatoes for three or four years. 
He realized, he said, that this is going to prove a very serious 
mattter for the tomato growers of the Eastern Shore and else-- 
where in years to come, but the situation is serious and re- 
quires drastic methods. 

Professor Norton next spoke upon Leaf Blight with a 
view to interesting the canners in the experiments being made 
by his Station and also by the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
These experiments are being made in the fields at Havre de 
Grace and Betterton, Md., and as a result of th‘s talk the meet- 
ing went on record as favoring this work and promised help 
for additional experiments on nearby fields in the two sections. 

Professor Norton also spoke of the damages from Wilt, 
and stated that the Station was putting out a few Wilt-resist- 
ing seeds which had been propagated there. Returning to the 
question of Leaf Blight, he said that an increase of 25 per 
cent. could be made by spraying with Bordeaux Mixture four 
or five times during the season. In urging the co-operation 
of the canners in the experiments that were being made, he 
asked that they furnish the labor, the material and the trans- 


portation and that the Station would furnish the ‘outfit and the 
man to work it. 


Professor Manns spoke along the same lines, stating that 
the Delaware farmers were co-operating with his Station in 
this work, and that one Delaware canner was trying to induce 
spraying by paying 25 cents per ton advance for sprayed to- 
matoes. He spoke also of the inadvisability of continuous 
tomato cropping. He promised hearty co-operation in any 
effort that may be made to eradicate tomato disease. 

Professor M. P. Cooke, of the New Jersey Experiment 
Station, also spoke along the same lines, all of these gentle- 
men agreeing upon the imminent danger from these two dis- 
eases in particular. In his opinion most of the complaints 
came to their Station from growers of early tomatoes for the 
city markets, although he knew, he said, that Leaf Blight ex- 
isted in the later plantings. He stated that some few growers 
were spraying, and that New Jersey would co-operate with the 
general effort towards improvement. 

Professor H. M. Loomis, of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
spoke upon the necessity of having good stock for canning, 
free from mold and bacteria, in order to produce goods that 
will comply strictly with the Pure Food law requirements. He 
pointed out that it was far better to improve the quality by 
spraying the vines than to attempt this by sorting out and 
paring the imperfect tomatoes. It might be too late to avoid 
the danger if such a method were attempted. 

He stated that the Government is now at work upon the 
question of the disposal of waste and offal at the canning fac- 
tories and expected to give close attention to this matter this 
season. 

Professor W. C. Pelton, of the New Jersey Experiment 
Station, gave it as his opinion that a modification in the use 
of fertilizer might reduce the necessity of spraying by help- 
ing the crop through to maturity; but Professor J. F. Monroe, 
of the Maryland Experiment Station, replied, saying that 
while undoubtedly a man in good health was better able to 
withstand an attack from some dangerous fever than the man 
in a weakened condition, the part of wisdom was to do every- 
thing to prevent the attack, and endorsed the idea of spraying 
as a preventative measure. He also stated that he had sent 
out to some canners seeds of a Wilt-resisting nature with a 
view to propagating a strain of resistant seed and which would 
dl 4 long ways towards reducing the damages of Wilt and 
Blight. 

Following the addresses of these gentlemen numerous 
questions were asked and answered, and a most instructive 
and beneficial interchange of thought resulted. As was re- 
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marked by one present, not a moment’s time was lost from the 
opening of the meeting until its close, wel on to three o’clock 
in the afternoon, with no lunch time taken. 

From out of it all stood the one prominent fact, that 
tomatoes affected by Leaf Blight or Wilt could not safely be 
handled by the canners, and as a result the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: ; 

“That this meeting unanimously approved the suggested 
experiments on spraying as outlined in the call for this meet- 
ing. And further, on motion, the chairman and secretary 
of this meeting were appointed a committee to draft suitable 
resolutions requesting the Department of Public Health to 
institute proper experimental work looking to the disposal of 
waste from canneries.” 


Realizing the stand the Government will undoubtedly 
take this season upon all canned products, the question of the 
use of water or pulp in tomatoes was well considered, and as 
it was believed that the great majority of the canners do not 
resort to the use of either of these adulterations, they be- 
lieved that all such canners should band together and drive 
out the unlawful packers. The meeting adjourned with every- 
one present feeling that it was his duty to report to the Gov- 
ernment any canner found using water or pulp, and that this 
would be done, and not alone by those present but by every 
honest packer? for his own protection and the fair name of 
his goods. 


SERIAL NUMBER AND GUARANTY LEGEND. 


By Food Inspection decision No. 153 the three Secretaries 
have declared that the legend ‘“‘Guaranteed under the Food and 
Drugs Act” is misleading and deceptive, and the use -of a 
serial number on Food and Drugs is prohibited after May 1, 
1915. The full text of this decision is as follows: 


Food Inspection Decision No. 153. 


Amendment to Regulation 9, Relating to Guaranties by 
Wholesalers, Jobbers, Manufacturers, and other Parties Re- 
siding in the United States to Protect Dealers from Prosecution. 


Regulation 9 of the Rules and Regulations for the en- 
forcement of the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, (34 Stat., 
768), is hereby amended, effective May 1, 1915, so as to read 
as follows: 

REGULATION 9. GUARANTY. 
(Section 9.) 


(a) It having been determined that the legends “‘Guar- 
anteed under the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906,” and 
“Guaranteed by (name of guarantor), under the Food and 
Drugs Act, June 30, 1906,” borne on the labels or packages 
of food and drugs, accompanied by serial numbers given by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, are each misleading and decep- 
tive, in that the public is induced by such legends and serial 
numbers to believe that the articles to which they relate have 
been examined and approved by the Government and that the 
Government guarantees that they comply with the law, the use 
of either legend, or any similar legend, on labels or packages 
should be discontinued. Inasmuch as the acceptance by the 
Secretary of Agriculture for filing of the guaranties of man- 
ufactures and dealers and the giving by him of serial numbers 
thereto contributed to the deceptive character of legends on 
labels and packages, no guaranty in any form shall hereafter 
be filed with and no serial number shall hereafter be given to 
any guaranty by the Secretary of Agriculture. All guaranties 
now on file with the Secretary of Agriculture shall be stricken 
from the files, and the serial numbers assigned to such guar- 
anties shall be canceled. 

(b) The use on the label or package of any food or drug 
of any serial number required to be canceled by paragraph (a) 
of this regulation is prohibited. 


(c) Any wholesaler, manufacturer, jobber, or other party 
residing in the United States may furnish to amy dealer to 
whom he sells any article of food or drug a guaranty that such 
article is not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, as amended. 

(d) Each guaranty to afford protection shall be signed 
by, and shall contain the name and address of the wholesaler, 
manufacture, jobber, dealer, or other party residing in the 
United States making the sale of the article or articles cov- 
ered by it to the dealer, and shall be to the effect that such 
articles are not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of the Federal Food and Drugs Act. 

(e) Each guaranty in respect to any article or articles 
should be incorporated in or attached to the bill of sale, in- 
voice, bill of lading, or other schedule, giving the names and 
quantities of the article or articles sold, and should not appear 
on the labels or packages. 

(f) No dealer in food or drug products will be liable to 
prosecution if he can establish that the articles were sold under 
a guaranty given in compliance with this regulation.

It will be noted that by the terms of this decision, the 
use of the serial number is discontinued, as the regulation 
cancels all serial numbers heretofore issued. This is post- 
poned until May 1, 1915, in order to give the manufacturers 
an opportunity to use up their present stocks of labels. 

The effect of this decision is to discourage the use by 
manufacturers of the guaranty legend on the ground that the 
same tends to mislead the public, and is therefore prohibited in 
connection with the serial number. 


Many reputable manufacturers have used the legend and 
serial number in good faith solely as a convenient way of 
notifying a dealer that they assume full legal responsibility for 
their product. Other manufacturers have used the term and 
serial number, because they were under the impression that 
the Food and Drugs Act required the same. This, however, 
is incorrect and the granting of the serial number was merely 
a privilege of convenience authorized in the regulations for the 
enforcement of the Act. 

Inasmuch as the use of the legend and serial number have 
been the cause of certain abuses and the Government has now 
set the stamp of its disapproval upon the further use of the 
same, it would not seem wise that any similar legend should 
be employed as the use thereof might injure, rather than ben- 
efit manufacturers in the conduct of their business. 


It therefore seems apparent that after May 1, 1915, no 
form of guaranty will be effective, except that prescribed by 
this decision and containing all the requisites set forth in 
paragraph (d). The effect of this form and its use in con- 
nection with the invoice, as reauired by paragraph (e) is to 
connect the guarantor directly with the goods, which are spe- 
cifically the subect of the contract. 


It has been ascertained that May ist, 1915, is too early 
a date to permit food manufacturers to dispose of the labels 
now on hand, which were printed prior to May 5th, 1914, and 
which contained the serial number and guaranty legend. Great 
financial loss will ensue unless this time is extended to rea- 
sonable period, to enable the manufacturer to use stocks of 
labels on hand. 

The Executive Committee of The National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation will at once file with the three Secretaries a formal 
request for a reasonable extension of the time in which the 
present stocks of labels may be utilized. 
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CROP CONDITIONS ON THE PENINSULA. 


Cambridge, Md., May 28th. 

The Canning Trade—The canners of this city, who op- 
erate a string of factories in and around Cambridge, have given 
as their opinion that at least five hundred acres will be set out 
in tomato plants today or before the close of the week. Some 
complaint has been heard that there was a shortage of plants, 
but for the most part everybody is happy and working with a 
vim, taking advantage of the ideal weather conditions for set- 
ting out the plants. 

A few canners here have decided not to contract for to- 
matoes, but to take “pot luck’’ when the season comes for can- 
ning, giving as their seasons that there will be a glut of fine 
stock and that they will lose quite a little by contracting. 
Others think this a haphazard way of doing business, and pre- 
fer contracting at a price that, in a measure, will satisfy the 
grower and insure the packer of the best grown. 

The outlook is brightening somewhat, but most of the 
canners are keeping quiet, fearing to predict, but hoping for 


a splendid yield. 
DORCHESTER COUNTY. 


Vienna, Md., May 28th. 

The Canning Trade—Winfield Webster & Son, of this 
place, who are probably the largest packers of choice tomatoes 
in this section of the country, have decided not to contract for 
tomatoes this season, the price they are willing to pay not 
being what the growers think justifies them in planting. 

They have planted in the neighborhood of 200 acres on 
their home farms, and will wait until the season opens and 
- buy the tomatoes at the regular market price. Mr. Webster 


gave it as his opinion that most of the packers in the upper 
part of the county would do as he had done. 


It is a well-known fact that farmers in and around Vienna 
and Salem have suffered the loss of hundreds of dollars on ac- 
count of the heavy hailstorm sometime ago, which not only 
played havoc with the growing crop of tomatoes, but damaged 
the young plants. Several of the heavy growers were com- 


pelled to send away for plants, most of them coming from 
New Jersey. “A READER.” 


Rhodesdale, Md., May 28th. 
The Canning Trade—Farmers in the county, especially the 


northern section, are as busy as the proverbial ‘‘bee’”’ setting 
out large quantities of tomatoes. 


A heavy fall of rain on Wednesday night made the farm- 
ers get out and hustle early Thursday, and it is estimated that 


before the close of the week at least five hundred acres of to- - 


mato plants will have been put out. A conservative esitmate 


has been placed upon the number of acres put out on account 
of shortage of plants. 

The heavy storm of two weeks ago damaged the young 
plants considerably, and the second crop is as yet hardly large 
enough to set out, but for the first planting five hundred acres 
is considered fairly good. 

In some parts of the county growers were compelled to 
send away for plants, but our growers were prepared for just 
such an emergency as has arisen,-and are quite optimistic 
about the outlook for an exceptionally good season.

The Canning Trade—Farmers and truckers are not the 
only folks in the eastern part of this county who are looking 
on the dark side of the tomato question. Canners, who were 
the most optimistic in the beginning of the season, are the ones 
who now come out and predict a failure in the crop. They have 
good reason, apparently, for it is well-known that the hailstorm 
of a few weeks ago did more damage to the growers here than 
at any spot in the county. 

All of them, however, agree that the rainfall of Wednes- 
day evening was of great value to the growing crops, for what 
tomato plants the hail left were being parched by the drouth; 
but acre after acre is being replanted today, and with favor- 
able weather conditions the outlook perhaps will brighten up 
not a little in the next few weeks.

CANNING ITEMS. 


Escondido, Cal.—A cannery will be established the first 
part of June at the Ralph Ranch in Twin Oaks Valley to havea 
daily capacity of 5,000 cans and well able to take care of all the 
fruit in Twin Oaks and San Marcos Valleys. 

Dryden, N. Y.—E. H. Hastings has sold the site of the 
Phoenix Hardware Mfg. Co., whose extensive buildings were 
burned two years ago, to a company of Cortland men who 


propose to erect two good buildings for the canning of beets _ 


and spinach. 

Neillsville, Wis.—One of the farm products rapidly gain- 
ing in favor is beans for canning purposes. Several farmers 
located here produced as much $200 an acre and it is the 
opinion of many that beans wil be a close competitor with 
peas in the canneries of upper Wisconsin in the future. 

Chico, Cal.—W. S. Kilpatrick, H. E. Griffin and J. B. 
Woodside, all of Chico, are contemplating the erection of a 
cannery here. This locality is admirably suited to farming and 
orcharding and it is thought a large industry could be built 
up here. 

Shreveport, La.—A large shipment of canned goods was 
seized by the State Board of Health as decomposed and unfit 
for food, and orderd destroyed. The various stores have also 
been inspected and some of the goods seized. It is thought 
that the goods were shipped into the state and distributed to 
the different dealers. 

El Monte, Cal.—The San Gabriel Canning Co., is erecting 
a large cannery here. 

Dayton, O.—A cannery will be erected at the Dayton 
State Hospital to take care of the crops from the various 
State farms. It is planned in this way to make the state in- 
stitutions self-supporting and thus provide for the winter 
months. 

Barker, N. Y.—The Springville Canning Co. is busy mak- 
ing improvements for the coming season. New cement floors 
are being laid in the cooking room and the building is being 
plastered and painted. A large new cooling tank for cooling 
fruits and vegetables is also being built. - 

Houston, Tex.—The fig growers here are working to or- 
ganize a canning company to take care of their products. Over 
500 acres are planted to figs, the crop amounting to 1,000 tons, 
and a cannery is badly needed. 

Bath, Me.—The Board of Trade is considering the es- 
tablishment of a cannery here. A party wrote the secretary 
stating that all that is needed is the use of a building and sev- 
eral acres of land. Such a factory would afford employment 
to many people and also a market for the products of the 
farmers.

The Market.—With a holiday approaching, the situa- 
tion has become somewhat quiet. Buyers have not been 
especially numerous and those who have been here have 
taken only such quantities as were necssary to satisfy 
immediate requirements. Conditions, as a whole, have 
changed but little during the week, and the market re- 
mains substantially as reported previously. Tomato 
packers are not anxious to sell further stocks out of this 
season’s pack. The outlook is too uncertain. A few sar- 
dine packers have sought to stimulate movement by of- 
fering stock at reduced rates. Planting time is late in all 
the Northern corn-producing sections, and it is impos- 
sible to say now how it will come out. At present the 
prospect is not encouraging. If other lines interest was 
confined to what is actually needed to keep up the supply 
wanted from day to day. 

Tomatoes.—The tone was steady, based on 72% for 
No. 3s; 52¥%c for No. 2s and $2.20 on No. 10s f. o. b. 
factory. There is a jobbing interest on all offerings. 
Buyers are seeking to force concessions from less than 
inside figures. It is the opinion-here that a considerable 
stock is carried over in some sections. So tar as can be 
learned there is little buying of 1914 pack but canners 
are not disposed to shade prices. It is too early to estimate 
the coming crop. It is reported that some offerings have 
been made at 70c. f. o. b. for No. 3s, but that it is not 
desirabie stock. In futures Southern brokers contend 
that as a period of four months has passed since opening 
prices were made on the 1914 pack without a break in 
quotations from 75c, on No. 3 and 55c. on No. 2 standards 
f. o. b. Baltimore it is demonstrated that the price is 
generally accepted as low as can be made without loss 
to packers. Lo make anything at 75c. for standard No. 
3s it is asserted that the packer who sells at that figure 
must be located in a desirable position with reference to 
supplies of raw material at the lowest possible rates, and 
tnust be not only a good manager of factory matters, but 
a good business man as well. There are cheaper goods 
on the market and while the quality if often satisfactory 
the condition is not, as the cans have had to be put into 
condition owing to rust. Some lacquered cans, the con- 
tents of which are reported to be as good as anything 
on the market, have been offered at 70c. for No. 3s f. o. b. 
Ba:timore, for immediate shipment. . 

String Beans.—Supplies of old pack State and West- 
ern refugee beans are so closely cleaned up that the 
market is nominal. In some cases $.90 has been paid on 
No. 2s, $1.50 on No. 3s, and $1.35 on No. 4s. In one in- 
stance $1.25 was asked on cuts. Southern No. 10s are 
held at $3.25 per dozen f. o. b. factory, and a few No. 3s 
changed hands at 9714@$1 here. A good deal of busi- 
ness has been done in new pack State refugees for fall 
delivery at opening prices. Southern string beans for 
delivery out of the coming season’s pack seem to be 
wanted owing to the close c.ean up of 1913 pack of Mary- 
land as well as New York and Western packs. 


Corn.—Both on the spot and for future delivery re- 
mains quiet. Packers are not trying to force sales 
of 1914 pack, but on the other hand, buyers 
who have protected their early requirements are with- 


holding orders. Spot business is on the hand to mouth 


order, but a steady feeling prevails among holders of 
desirable stock and prices are held up to previous quo- 
tations. Best grade closed firm. Supplies are light. A 
good deal of stock in ordinary grades is on offer from the 


South at 60c@65c f. o. b. factory. A fair movement is 
noted in Western corn. 


Peas.—Samples of 1914 pack Southern peas shown 
here indicate fair quality and grade for early pack. Buyers 
are looking for the finer grades, and it is said, a good 
deal of business has been booked in extra fine sifted Junes 
and extra sifted for quick delivery around $1.95@$2 laid 
down. The regular pack in the South is said to be fuily 
two weeks late. Old peas in the West are cleaning up 
fairly well, and for acceptable grade. It is said to be 
difficult to find sellers at less than 75@85c laid down. 
The finer grades on spot are closely sold up and quota- 
tions are largely nominal. So far as can be learned Dela- 
ware packers are not in the market on new crop. The 
first of the new pack Maryland peas is expected this 


week. They were packed from early stock at a high cost 
and are expected to show fine quality. 


Asparagus—The situation in the market was not 
changed much this week. The demand is compartively 
light and few inquiries are made. California Mammoth 
Whites are offered at $2.40@$2.45 for 2%s, Medium 
White, $2.05, and small white, $1.85@$1.90. Mammoth 


‘Greens, $2.10@2.30, Medium greens, $1.70, small greens, 


$1.30@1.65, tips were offered at $2. 

Spinach.—The tone was steady. There is a jobbing 
interest on all offerings. In case of the ordinary grades 
it is possible to find sellers at a shade less than outside 
figures. A fair movement is noted in Western stock. 

Pumpkins.—Demand for oid stock has been a little 
disappointing this week. Maryland No. 3s have been 
offered at 90c; New York 10s, $2.40@2.50; New Jersey 
10s, $2.50. 

Mushrooms.—Demand is light, but the market is 
firm. Miniature $27@35. Extra, $21@22; first choice, 
$19@20, hotels, $13. 

Succotash.—There is not much doing now, but the 
market is firm, owing to the limited offerings of spot 
goods in these lines and the reluctance of sellers to take 
any more future business in advance of the packing sea- 
son. 

California Fruits.—All grades in California peaches, 
apricots and pears are in moderate jobbing compass, and 
the tendency of prices is firm for spot offerings in all de- 
scriptions. 


Peaches.—It is difficult to find lemon clings No. 2% 
extras at less than $2.

Pears.—Futures are easy under promise of a large 
crop. 

Pineapples.—On Hawaiian the market is easier. So 
far as can be learned no lots of new pack have come 
forward, but there are some parcels on the way. It is 
easier to find sellers for Singapore and Southern stock at 
a shade less than quotations. 

Apples.—State No. 10s, old pack, are more freely 
offered at inside figures. F utures are easy at present. 

Apricots.—There are a few No. 2% extra apricots 
to be had at less than $2. Other grades appear to be in 
fair offering only. 

Cherries.—Conditions remain much as they were at 
last report. Spot stocks are light and confined chiefly 
to second hands, but demand, though steady, is on the 
hand-to-mouth order, and while the tone of the market 
is firm no price changes are recorded. 

Plums.—In all grades a firm feeling prevails. All 
stocks in packers’ hands are virtually exhausted. Job- 
bers have little to spare from their own trade, and hold 
prices firm. 

Salmon.—A fairly active spot business is reported, 
and it is largely of a jobbing character. With Coast stock 
in most varieties cleaned up, the market on spot goods is 
firm. With the advance of the consuming season a 
stronger and higher market is looked for owing to the 
close concentration of supplies in most varieties. Red 
Alaska ta‘ls are firm, based on $1.45 per dozen here.

A bill has been introduced in the Maine Legislature 
authorizing the payment ot a bounty ior the killing of 
dog fish, which are supposed to be responsible ior the 
almost total disappearance of herring fsh from Maine 
waters. Upon this herring fish depends the sardine in- 
dustry, which so far this year has amounted to nothing. 
All fishermen from Mexico to lnoddy Head agree that 
the dog fish is ruining the fishing industry. Jl’rotection 
is given in Canadian waters as last year more than a mil- 
lion dog fish were transformed into useful fertilizer. ‘lhe 

ropositon is that something oi a similar nature be done 
in American waters. 

Opening prices on Maine blueberries were placed at 
$1.22 for No. 2 and $5.60 for No. 10 f. o. b, Portland and 
other New England points. ‘his is a considerable ad- 
vance over last year, and already more than one-half the 
expected pack is sold. 

J. K. Armsby, of J. K. Armsby & Co., says: “Prices 
quoted this year on Hawaiian pineapple have influenced 
extraordinari:y heavy sales. ‘Lhe important point with 
packers now is the manner in which the crop will grade 
out for the various sizes. Some canners have withdrawn 
from the market on No. 2 tall sliced in order to keep their 
sales within the estimated percentages of average produc- 
tion noted in the crop run of previous years.” 

Future No. 3 standard sauerkraut is offered in New 
York at 57'4c factory. Western No. 2s are quoted more 
freely at 45c Indiana factory for future delivery. 

According to letters from the Coast large California 
packing interests are out of the market on 1914 pack 
cherries on account of the shrinkage in crop prospects. 

One packer has made opening prices on 1914 pack 
No. 10 Southern string beans at $2.40 factory. No. 10 
refugee string beans are quoted at $2.35 f. o. b. Ten- 
nessee factory. 

One block of No. 2 standard Maine sty:e corn is 
offered from factory at 62'4c. Baltimore advices report 
a better feeling. 

One offering of 1,000 cases No. 2 standard black- 
berries was noted from the South at 65c. factory out 
of 1914 pack. 

A tomato canner writes from the South; “Canneries 
are content to await developments. Jobbers show no 
special interest in futures and few are buying. It is a 
question whether or not the acreage p.antea fill be 
much reduced this year.” 

According to reports current in the market the small- 
er sardine packers have shaded prices 10@15c. on quarter- 
oils in keyless cans. The larger interests still hold to the 
firmer basis, however, and refuse to allow their goods to 
go out without obtaining full quotations. 

Advices from Maine say that the run of fish has been 
better of late and packers are getting more raw material. 
The run is still far below the average, however, and the 
quantity packed by no means fills orders.

Good growing weather being experienced West—But little buying of tomatoes spots or 


futures—Finer qualities of corn selling—Pea pack of 1914 promises to be well up 


with last season’s—Noted in the market.

Chicago, May 28th, 1914. 
The Weather.—A sudden turn in the temperature 
brought the thermometer up to 90 in the shade in Chi- 
cago, and hotter still in the surrounding country not in 
proximity to good old Lake Michigan. This is the real, 
genuine Pure Food brand of growing weather, which is 
meant when people say that they can hear the grass 


grow. 

Canned Tomatoes.—There is but little buying of any 
grade or size, spot or future. Only one buyer in Chicago 
has been in the market this week, and he had at his dis- 
position and inspection about 25 sets of samples from 
everywhere. 

No. 2 size can be bought f. o. b. Chicago warehouse 
of holder at 60c. 

Indiana is selling No. 3 tomatoes at 80c ex-ware- 
house Chicago, and buyers will not pay 72% for East- 
ern No. 3 standards as long as they can buy Indiana 3s 
tomatoes at 75 factory, which in both instances is equiva- 
lent to 80c f. 0. b. cars Chicago. The season is growing 
late and wholesale grocers are not disposed to carry any 
stock over into the new season, consequently they are 
restricting their purchase to actual needs. There is no 
confidence in future prices and futures are therefore not 
going freely. Some kind of a “killing something,” flood, 
drought or frost is necessary in order to wake up or stir 
up buyers. 

Canned Corn.—This article is still selling for spot 
and future at the top. That is to say fancy and extra 
standard grades are selling both spot, when any can be 
found, and future, but standard or substandard corn is a 
dull drag on the market. 

On a bid for a city institution contract for standard 
No. 2 corn, a Chicago wholesale grocery house bid 60c 
per dozen f. o. b. Chicago, delivered at the institution 
and lost the order, there was said to have been made a 
lower price. This shows that holders of standard No. 2 
corn are anxious sellers. 

A Correction.—I recently made “Honorable Men- 
tion” of Blue Dot brand of No. 3 sweet potatoes, which 
are packed by Winfield Webster & Co., of Vienna, Mary- 
land. They were stated by me to be the finest sweet po- 
tatoes I ever saw in a can, and the statement still stands 
unchallenged and unchanged. 

Writing from memory, however, I designated Smith- 
Webster & Co., of Belair, Maryland, as the packers of 
the goods, which was an error. This last firm of Bel Air 
is a brokerage firm and from what I hear of them their 
brand of brokerage is just as good in quality as Blue Dot 
sweet potatoes and honors are therefore easy. 


Canned Peas.—It is known that a number of can- 
neries are not going to operate this year, 1914, but it is 
also known that a number of new canneries will enter the 
field for the first time. Therefore, the pea pack in 1914 
can hardly be expected to be smaller than that of 1913, 
which was the largest ever produced. What the result 
will be “no fellow can find out.” In the meantime the 
buying of futures is small and the buying of spots is 
nothing. 

Canned Salmon.—The market is about as reported 
last week with an accelerated movement incident to the 
advent of hot weather. 


Canned Spinach.—Several rejections of spinach are 
reported of the new spring pack, owing to too much 
haste on the part of packers, who have allowed common 
grass and sticks to get into the cans. Too much haste 
has caused the trouble, and I regret to say that the 
rejections are of Baltimore packs, which are usually very 
fine and acceptable. 

Canned Kraut.—This article is selling freely even 
into hot weather, and will continue to sell to a greater or 
less extent all summer. The very finest cut and cure 
of kraut is used now for canning purposes, and the cheap 
chopped cabbage articles no longer put into cans. 


Mr. W. E. Stearns, manager of the canned food de- 
partment for Reid, Murdoch & Co., has returned to his 
desk from a recuperative trip to Southern Texas. While 
in Texas he mingled freely with the war situation and 
the Federal and other Mexican refugees from across the 
line during a stay at San Antonio and Galveston. The 
result is that he returned with a genuine Mexican color, 
or about the color of an old saddle. When he came back 
he was rather thin, probably on account of a diet of 
frijoles, tamales, pulque and mescal, but since his return 
he has doffed his sombrero, donned a derby hat and 
changed back to his accustomed diet, and is growing 
fat. He received a hearty welcome and says that there 
is no other really habitable place on earth but Chicago 
by the lake.

Sockeyes gaining strength and advancing—Further advances likely—Business in futures 


only fair—So far the fishing season has not been encouraging.

Seattle, May 28, 1914. 

Salmon.—One of the features of the primary canned 
salmon market is the strength displayed hy the upper 
grades of fish, particularly sockeyes. Now that a better 
view can be obtained of the situation following the recent 
flurry in pinks and chums, packers have come to the con- 
clusion that the sockeye market has been materially 
strengthened. In fact, prices have advanced quite consid- 
erably during the past two weeks. Sockeye flats are 
quite generally held at $1.90 and talls at $1.70, and a price 
of $2 on the former and $1.75 on the latter is confidently 
looked for by those who are so fortunate as to still hold 
this grade of fish. A $2 market represents about the high 
water level for sockeye flats, although talls have sold at 
$1.90. There is a good steady demand for sockeyes par- 
ticularly from foreign points. England has been placing 
repeat orders right along even after it was thought all 
requirements had been met pending the arrival of the 
1914 pack. 

Pinks rule firm at 75 cents. It appears that the ad- 
vance has been well established and that it will be im- 


possible to force prices down. Several sales have been 
reported at the new price. 


The future business has been only fair during tlie 
' past week. For the most part the trade has been too 
busy taking care of spot business to pay much attention 
to futures. The 1914 pack has not been all sold yet 
by a long way although a few canners state that they 


have made arrangements to sell their entire output sub- 
ject, of course, to the approval of opening prices. 


Small lots of newly packed salmon will be offered 
within six weeks. This will be largely reds, and in view 
of the depleted supply of reds packers anticipate no dif- 
ficulty in moving early arrivals at good prices. Ordi- 
narily early shipments command a small premium and it 


looks as though this year would prove no exception to the 
rule. 


Reports from the Columbia River so far have not 
been very encouraging. The water has been high. How- 
ever, it is too early to get any line on the Columbia 
River operations. : 

Canners up and down the Coast from the Columbia 
River to Bristol Bay are making cans. Everybody will 


put up all the fish they can possibly get hold of regard- 
less of the variety. 


A new salmon cannery is now under construction 
at Anacortes, Wash., and will, it is expected, be ready 
for operation by the time the fish commence to run on 
the Sound. The new plant is being put up by a new 
company known as the Sanitary Fish Company, capi- 
talized at $500,000. The plant will have a daily capacity 
of 1,800 cases. J. D. Carroll is president and manager 
of the company, P. E. Carroll is vice-president, Charles 
F, Mielenz treasurer, and J. F. Carroll secretary. Ana- 


cortes is the location for more salmon canneries than any 


other point on the North Pacific Coast. The new plant 
will be the seventh located in or close to Anacortes. 


Fruits—George M. Burrington, of Seattle, who 
handles the output of the majority of the fruit and vege- 
table canneries. in Western Washington as well as many 
in Oregon, states that so far as Western Washington 
is concerned there will likely be a short pack of cherries, 
pears and prunes, owing to the promised short crop of 
these fruits. He states that the indications are bright 
for a large pack of berries and apples, both of these crops 
giving promise of large yields. Canners in Western 
Washington and Oregon are making preparations for 
putting up about the same quantity of canned stuff that 
they did in 1913. Prices are just about as they were a 
year ago. 

The demand for canned goods here on the Coast is 
rather light both for spots and futures. This is attributed 
largely to the unsatisfactory condition of the lumber 
industry which normally consumes large quantities of 
Washington and Oregon packed fruits and vegetables. 
However, the demand for Washington and Oregon goods 
in the East is better than it has ever been before for the 
season, says Mr. Burrington, that the superior quality 
of the product is becoming recognized by Eastern buyers. 
Mr. Burrington states that several of the Washington 


packers have already sold more berries in the East than 
they sold in the entire 1913 season. 


The Sumner & Puyallup Fruit Growers’ Association 
has just commenced packing gooseberries. This is the 


first time that an attempt has been made to handle this 
fruit on a commercial scale. A new snipping machine 
has been installed which is expected to make it possible 
to handle this fruit to advantage. “SALMON.”

.Canners request a revision of the recent State Railroads Commission ruling— 
May has been a cool month—Asparagus continues in demand—Coast 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, Cal., May 28th, 1914. 

An ‘Interesting Freight Question.—California fruit can- 
ners and handlers of green fruits generally are much inter- 
ested in a hearing held before the State Railroad Commis- 
sion in regard to freight rates on fresh fruits between points 
within the State. By a recent order the Commission directed 
that the Southern Pacific and the Santa Fe should charge the 
same rates cn shipments of fresh fruits and vegetables to 
wholesale dealers that have been charged on carload lots to 
the canneries. Representatives of the two roads appeared be- 
fore the Railroad Commission and asked for a rehearing of 
the case and set forth arguments why different schedules of 
rates should prevail. The contention was made that the Com- 
mission in its recent decision had disregarded the fact that the 
California canneries are in close competition with canners in 
other sections of the country; that the enormous surplus of 
fruits and vegetables grown in California each year can only 
be handled through the canneries; that grades for which there 
is no market in a fresh condition can thus be utilized; and, 
in short, that a low freight rate for raw products in enormous 
guantities to the canneries is logical, just and reasonable. 
Also, that more care is required in the case of shipments of 
fresh fruit to commission houses than in shipment to canneries. 
In California great quantities of fruit are packed at a con- 
siderable distance from the places where grown, due largely 
to the scarcity of cannery help in the growing districts. Cli- 
matic conditions are such that fruit keeps in perfect shape 
for days in a green state, while under similar conditions it 
would spoil in a short time in the Eastern States. Great 
quantities of high-grade fruit from the San Joaquin Valley 
are shipped to Southern California to fill out the pack of 


high grades there, and thus the shipments assume extremely 
heavy, proportions, taking the State as a whole. 

May a Cool Month.—The predictions that May would be 
a warm month have failed, for it has been the coldest May 
experienced in many years. This cool weather has favored 
most varieties of growing fruit but has interfered with the 
pack of early cherries. A light rain has been experienced in 
Northern California, but it is not believed that much damage 
has been done. Vegetable crops have been benefited by this 
precipitation, especially asparagus and late peas. 

Asparagus.—There is still a fair demand for canned as- 
paragus, but buyers seem to be after the grades that packers 
have sold most heavily on, these being the cheaper lines. 
Early sales have been above the normal and the pack to date 
is below expectations, creating a strong feeling in this line. 
Packers are being called upon to pay higher prices for fresh 
“grass” than in former years, and the impression prevails 
that higher prices on some of the lower grades may rule later 
in the season. Stocks of the highest grades of both green 
and white are still to be had of most operators. So satisfactory 
is the outlook for asparagus that a number of packers have 
been making contracts of late with growers, these running 
over a period of several years, prices ranging from 2% cents 
for green to 3 and % cents for white. 

Coast Notes.—Frank P. Birmingham, a California tuna 
packer, is making a trip to Alaska, by way of the Pacific 
Northwest, to inspect the salmon fishing industry. Mr. Bir- 


mingham_is enthusiastic over the outlook for the fishing in- 
dustry on the Pacific Coast and expresses the opinion that 
with the lowering of freight rates coincident with the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal the present canneries will not be 
able to supply the Eastern demand that will be created. 

Frank M. Woodward, a salmon broker of New York, is 
visiting the leading Coast cities on a business trip. 


Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., is expected to 
return to San Francisco from his European trip within a few

The Golden State Canning Company, of Ontario, Cal., is 
preparing to establish a branch plant at Cucamonga, this to 
be ready for operation in July and to cost in the neighborhood 
of $25,000. J. F. Lobingier is president. 

Plans are being made for the erection of a fruit and 
vegetable cannery at Chico, Cal. The project is being fostered 
by H. E. Griffin, J. H. Woodside and W. S. Kilpatrick. 

The plant of the Central California Canneries at Sebas- 
topol, Cal., has commenced operations on cherries and will 
probably operate steadily until the close of the tomato packing 
season in November. 

The Tulare Canning Company will open its plant at Tu- 
lare, Cal., about the middle of July, commencing the season 
on peaches. It was planned to pack apricots, but the tonnage 


“in that section was found to be too light to warrant a special 


run. Fruit is being contracted for at $20 for orange cling 
peaches, $22.50 for Phillip clings and $25 for Tuscan clings. 
Prices for freestones have not been definitely decided upon. 

The Libby, McNeill & Libby cannery at Sacramento, Cal., 
has opened for the season on Royal Anne cherries, 


The Gresham Fruit Growers’ Association, of Gresham, 
Ore., is planning to erect a co-operative cannery at that place 
and already quite a sum of money has been raised for the 
project. H. E. Davis is the chairman of a committee of ten 
persons having the preliminary plans in hand. 

The Sanitary Fish Company is erecting a salmon cannery 
at Anacortes, Wash., and will have a two-line plant in opera- 
tion this season. Provisions have been made for adding to 
the plant next year. 


The Hedges-Buck Co. has been incorporated at Fresno, 
Cal., by B. W. Sloan, E. W. Drury and J. N. Sprouse with a 
capital of $50,000, the intention being to open a wholesale 
grocery house in the Raisin City. This firm has been operat- 
ing for many years at Stockton and is now sennsbing out in 
the San Joaquin Valley. 

C. H. Clarke, president of the Kelly-Clarke Co., of Seat- 
tle, Wash., and E. A. Stuart, president of the Pacific Coast 
Condensed Milk Company, also of that city, were members of 
the “Billionaire Party” that sailed from Seattle recently for 
Alaska as guests of H. F. Alexander of the Pacific-Alaska 
Navigation Co. “BERKELEY.” 


GIVE ACCURATE CROP REPORTS. 


The Produce Bulletin, widely known as the “‘Green Sheet,” 
hit the nail on the head when it said editorially: 

Growers and shippers of fruit and produce will serve 
their own and the interests of the trade to the best advantage 
by giving as accurate information as possible about the pros- 
pective crops which they will have to market. The belief has 
obtained among some growers that by estimating crops at 
less than the output will be they will create a stronger market 
when their products reach the market, but the experience of 
the receivers has been that the contrary is true. It will be 
remembered in the days when the Delaware peaches were at 
their prime, the reports of killing the Delaware peach crop 
came to be a joke in the newspapers. When the peaches 
arrived on the market, however, this did not stimulate the 
prices, but caused it to be harder for their fruit to be dis- 
posed of. Growers and shippers should remember that the 
arrangements for the distribution of fruit are often made in 
advance, and there are men who make a specialty of handling 
certain lines of fruit when the crop is large, who leave it 
alone when it is small. The withdrawal of the latter from the 
market makes it more difficult to distribute the fruit, and the 
canners also withdraw when informed that a crop is to be 
small. Receivers find that it is far better for all concerned 
that the truth, as nearly as can be ascertained, be made known 
to _ trade, as this affords operators an intelligent basis for 
action.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Read carefully and digest thoroughly the report of 
the meeting in Wilmington, Del., last Saturday, as pub- 
lished in this issue. 


When the Government began seizing tomato catsup, 
and pulp stock, claiming that ‘it contained too high a 


percentage of bacteria, it was generally supposed that the 


stock so seized had been made from skins and cores. 
For this reason the canners dropped the manufacture of 
pulp from this source and let the skins and cores go into 
the waste pile. In fact the degree to which this formerly 
general practice of working up the by-product of the 
tomato factory was dropped stands as a wonderful credit 
to the industry. There is nothing in any line of business 
that equals the action of the canners in this matter, for 
as soon as they were told that the product so made was 
not all that could be desired, they stopped making it; one 
season witnessing a change in about 85 per cent. of the 
former makers. 
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Many then feared that canned tomatoes might come 
under the same ban and to avoid every possibility of 
such a contingency they at once set to work to place 
their canneries in a strictly sanitary condition, and aimed 
to handle the tomato crop, from the field to the can, in a 
way that was fully in compliance with drastic sanitary 
requirements. The nature of the tomato compels this, 
but now it develops that even in spite of such precautions 
canned tomatoes are liable to fall under the ban if toma- 
toes affected by Leaf Blight or Wilt are used in canning. 
As a matter of fact it is these diseases that cause the 
presence of bacteria, spores and moulds on tomatoes. 
That is the discovery and the point that is to be kept in 
mind from now on. 


The question, therefore, before the industry is ways 
and means of combatting these diseases, and this has 
been largely solved through the offers of the United 
States Department of Agriculture and the Experiment 
Stations of the various States which are now bent upon 
fighting these pests. The canners are requested to co- 
operate with these scientists in the fight and it would 
seem superfluous to have to urge the canners to give this 
assistance. 


The position of the canner of tomatoes is now clearly 
set forth; experiments have proven that tomatoes in- 
fected with Blight or Wilt have an abnormal amount of 
bacteria and germs in them; the canner is required by 
the Pure Food Law to produce goods comparatively free 
of such germs therefore a canner is committing business 
suicide if he accepts infected tomatoes for canning. Pres- 
sure can, therefore, be brought upon the growers that they 
must offer stock free from this trouble if they expect the 
canners to accept it. A canner cannot’ be made to accept 
unlawful stock: The growers shou!d be willing to lend 
all the assistance possible in the fight, and with ali work- 
ing against the common endl results will certainly be 
accomplished. 


The Government asks the canners to provide the 
labor, the supplies and the transportation, and they will 
furnish the outfit and the men to operate it, so that the 
work will be done in accordance with their perfected 
plans. Bordeaux Mixture has been found effective upon 
the Leaf Blight, and the Government will demonstrate 
how and when to spray to obtain the best results. This 
work has already been begun in Maryland, for on Tues- 
day, the 26th, at Denton, Md., one patch of four acres 
was so treated and will be used as a demonstration plat. 

As to the Wilt it was.shown that this could only be 
fought by giving the ground a rest of three or four years, 
planting it to some other crop than tomatoes. This will 
come as a very hard blow in this immediate section, 
where the same acreages-are put into tomatoes year after 
year. 


Let every canner get into this fight in earnest. 
Write to your Experiment Station and ask for explicit 
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directions and instructions how to do your share. It 
should not be expected that the men in charge of the 
work at these Experiment Stations can visit each in- 
dividual canner; but they are ready and willing to give 
the instructions. That is the best way in which you 
can comply. 


Then there was another important feature to the 
Wilmington meeting. Under F. I. D. 144 the Govern- 
ment forbade the use of water, pulp or added juice in 
canned tomatoes, and the great majority of canners com- 
plied. But some did not. For self-protection the law 
abiding canners are going to expose the unlawful, and 
report wherever they find a canner breaking this re- 
quirement. And it is right that they should do so; self- 
protection demands it. No man would consider himself 
a “squeeler” for informing the police that a burglar was 
breaking into a friend’s house; and the canner who adds 
water, pulp or juice to his canned tomatoes is robbing 
his fellow-canner who does not do this. It is the duty of 
any honest man to report such dishonesty. Word will 
be sent to the State or Government pure food officials 
that a certain packer is using the pump; the authorities 
will not divulge the name of the informer, but will at 
once investigate and be ready to act when the time comes. 


We have before said that the Government means to 
be drastic this canning season; not in its actions during 
the canning time, when it will merely collect the evidence ; but 
the full force will be felt next fall when the goods begin 
to move from the factories to the buyers. And, no doubt, 
there will be quite a few who will wonder where, how 
and when the information was secured. Because the 
reputable canners have banded together for mutual pro- 
tection the inclination will be to blame some fellow can- 
ner. In some cases this may be right, but in most cases 
it will be remembered that State and National inspectors 
visited the cannery one day during the season, but “they 
did not say anything was wrong.” And that is just the 
point, they possibly will not have a word to say; they 


have been talking for eight years now, and it is about 
time to act.

As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., May 30th, 1914. 
Torrid weather this week has put a crimp in the crop of 
peas and strawberries in this section, and unless we have 
plenty of rain next week the calamity howlers will have their 
innings. The Baltimore canners are now at work on these two 


articles, as well as the new crop of string beans, and they have 
been expecting a large crop of each of them. A few rain 
storms would make a very material difference in the results as 
to quantity, quality and prices. 


Future tomatoes were dull again this week. There is, of 
course, some business doing in them all the while, but there is 
no snap to it, and the immediate outlook is not in the direction 
of higher prices. The canners, however, continue to show no 
anxiety to force sales at today’s prices in the belief that there 
is too much risk of loss to book orders at anything less than to- 
day’s quotations. The present situation is interesting from 
every angle. 

Spot tomatoes continue to be fairly active, and the buying 
orders cover a large part of the country. The stocks here 
have been steadily reduced since the first of the year to a 
larger extent than is generally supposed, especially the No. 2 
size cans, which scored an advance of .02%% dozen this week 
because of the increasing demand for them. 

Last year’s pack of string beans having been practically 
sold out, the new pack is attracting attention for prompt ship- 
ment. There is always a demand for the finest quality of new 
peas for shipment as soon as packed, and the Baltimore can- 
ners are nearly already sold up to their limit, especially for 
the Petit Pois grade. In the other lines of vegetables there is 
the usual run of small assorted daily orders coming in, and 
there are indications of some improvement in the demand for 
them from now on. The buying of new Spinach, for instance, 
increased this week. 

The strawberry season is now on, and the quality is ex- 
cellent. Because of the light stocks in jobbers’ hands, there is 
« fair demand for them. Some grades of the new pack of pine- 
apples are in demand in small lots for prompt shipment, and 
also for later deliveries. Other small fruits moved out slowly 
during the week. Black berries are likely to be an active seller 
this season. Apples, pears and peaches received more atten- 
tion this week. 

Cove oysters were not active this week, but the prices are
